judicious  eufor«aemetit  of  the  laws  on  the 
statute  book  would  control  them.  *. The 
quet  tion  of  dealing  with  the  saloons  was 
ioft  wltli  the  Association  to  determine  the 
Hue  of  action.  Mr.  Roubaud  read  from 
The  law  of  1*<S7,  governing  the  granting 
of  licenses  and  the  penalty  imposed  for 
violations  of  its  provisions.  The  ques¬ 
tion  as  to  what  action  the  Association 
should  take  in  regard  to  saloons  leJ  to 
some  lively  remarks,  in  which  tke  politi¬ 
cal  bias  of  the  speakers  began  to  crop 
out.  A  llaw  and  order  league  was  sug¬ 
gested.  President  Garducr  was  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Association  should  (take 
the  matter  in  hand  itself  and  not  delegate 
it  to  any  secondary  institution.  Much 
discussion  ensued  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
evidence  required  to  secure  the  convic¬ 
tion  of  a  si.loon  keeper.  31  r.  Arrowsmith 
spoke  at  length  on  thequestion  and  could 
see  no  otltei  way  than  for  all  to  become 
Prohibitionists.  This  was  vigorously  op¬ 
posed  by  a  Democratic  member.  It  was 
apparent  that  politics  had  got  into  the 
deliberations,  and  President  Gardner  re¬ 
minded  the  meeting  that  Incorporation 
was  tin*  topic  set  clown  for  discussion. 
The  lateness  of  the  hour  prevented  the 
taking  up  of  that  question  in  detail. 
Messrs.  Half  penny  *and  McDowell  spoke 
briefly  on  some  of  the  provisions  of  the 
act  and  Messrs.,  Reford  and  Hopping 
pointed  out  alleged  defects.  Tin*  meet¬ 
ing  adjourned  to  the  second  Wednesday 
iu  September.
